1 . According to paper filed on Sep. 23, 2009, the applicants have canceled claims 44- 
67, 71-150 and 155-163 and furthermore, have amended claims 1, 34-38, 68 and 152- 
154. 

2. Claims 1-22, 24-43, 68-70 and 151-154 are now pending in the application. 

3. Claims 1-22, 24-43, 68-70 and 151-154, renumbered as claims 1-49, are allowed 
since the applicants arguments were persuasive regarding lack of teaching, suggestion 
and motivation in the prior art to modify all the three cited references in order to arrive 
at the instant method of separating morphine.
